The 
shelling caused sections of the walls to 
collapse, killing many of the Com- 
munists defenders. Machine gun bul- 
lets peppered others inside. 
Com- 


munists in Chamartin, a village at the 
northern edge of Madrid, also sur- 
rendered. 


With fall of the die-hard Com- 


munists who had opposed Miaja's pro- 
gram of peace with Spanish National- 
ists, 3,000 Republican prisoners who 
had been in the hands of the insurrec- 
tionists, were freed. These included 
the Socialist civil governor of Madrid.

There have been profound popula- 


tion shifts in the last 10 years. The 
I3i) agricultural census showed that 
the long -farm-to-city migration had 
been checked, and that the number of 
small farms in the United States had 
increased by 500,000 since 1930. Has 
that shift been halted? Is the tide 
moving the other way again—and.if 
so, how fast is it moving? 


The census will answer all of these 


vitally important questions, and many 
more besides. It will cover manufac- 
tures, from the bigcst factories in the 
contury to the smallest. It will pro- 
vide a complete picture of retail and 
wholsealo trade, an up-to-date tabulat- 
ion of mines and mining activities a 
survey of the entire farming set-up 
and a ful listing of lands under ir- 
rigation and the crops they grow. 


May Cover Housing 


It may do other things, too. Its scope 


is set by Congress; and this year 
there is a good deal of pressure to 
broaden the census's field and hve 
it include a study of housing. The 
pressure comes from such business 
groups as real estate borads and con- 
struction firms and such govern- 
ment agencies as the Federal Housing 
Administration and the U.S. Housing 
Authority. 


'This country has gone a long way 


since 1930," reYrtarks Mr. Austin. There 
will have to be a number of new in- 
quiries in the 1940 questionnaires. 


"We'll have to give consideration 


to birthrat^, which has been falling 
for the^ast'few years. If the dibline 
continues, we'll soon have a stabiliz- 
ed population, with birth and death 
rates about equal." 
, The Census Bureau is a boing con- 
cern all the while, since it conducts 
many inquiries at far less than 10- 
year intervals. Right now it has about 
750 permanent employes, plus per- 
haps an equal number of temporary 
ones. Tho director, incidentally, is the 
only employe in the bureau who isn't 
under civil service. 


The big army of field workers next 


year won't be civil service people, 
of course ,as most of them will work 
only a few weeks. At the peak, there 
will probably be more than 125,000 
of them. 


Checking Birtli Records 


One think that keeps the bureau busy 


year in and year out is verifying 
birth dates for people who want to 
prove to the Social Security Board 
that they're old enough to receive 
old age benefits. 


Birth statistics have been kept so 


sketchily in most parts of the country, 
until recently, that only the census 
records will give a person the proof 
he needs. Last year more than 100,00 
requests for age verification were re- 
ceived by the bureau, and 'more 
than 8000 people came down in person 
to make the checkup. 


Conferences to discuss the scope of 


next year's census are still going on. 
The population census was discussed 
just recently a conference on manu- 
factuprcs and mines wil be held short- 
ly, and there wil soon be a big one 
on wholesale and retail trade. 


'There are some tilings about census- 


taking I've never been able to under- 
stand," says Mr. A'ustin. 'Up to the 
Civil War, for instance, we were pure- 
ly an agricultural country; yet the 
first census of agriculture wasn't taken 
until 1840. After the Civil War we 
developed rapidly as a business country 
—but the first business census was 
taken as late as 1930.'

"Of course we expect some car own- 


ers to ignore the lags, tear them 
and fail to report at either the police 
station of municiual court. These arc 
the persons who will be dealt with mos 
severely. We will check their license 
number through the state police, rev- 
enue office and have other ways. 


"We hope that will not be necessary 


to issue subpoenas for the arrest o 
those failing to report, but this is one 
method that we can respond to in ordei 
to bring theYri into court—regardless ol 
who tho person might be'," Stuart said

During the period from March 22 


through March 31 the CCC camp 
located six miles south of Hope on 
the Lewisville highway will discharge 
75 enrollees who have been members 
of the Civilian Conservation corp for 
the last two years. 


The 75 enrollees being honorably dis-

However, it is well to know that any 


of these habits 'indulged in to excess 
may seriously affect the health and 
life of a human being. This letter 
from Pennsylvania is an example of 
the concern that the habit of drink- 
ing may bring to a family: 


Dear Doctor: I read your articles

Please tell me the effects 
of-drinking nearly a quart* of ginger1 
n'e cvory night into which, during the 
course of an evening, n pint of whisky 
>5 M'urccl. When wl.Isky is-not avail- 
able gin is used, but, whisky is pre- 
ferred. 


This is nightly occurence, Dur- 


ing the day drink of any kind is 
not used, but every night this a- 
mount of liquids is consumed and 
talk of persuasion has no effect. 


The man is in the late 40s and 


(his is a comparatively recent habit. 
He luis always had good health and 
1 have always been proud of him. but 
I fear the results. 
"ls.it possible to buy a remelcly to 
offset this appetite? 


Most psychologists are convinced 


that people who drink regularly do so 
to escape from mental situations which 
they cannot solve. The effect of al- 
cohol is to produce a state of well- 
Reeling and also to some extent for- 
getfulness of recent events. 


Excessive doses of alchol taken 


regularly will seriously damage the 
tissues of the human body. There 
is no good evidence that occasional 
doses of alcohol will appreciably short- 
en life. 


The dilution of alchol with water 


or ginger ale may tend to prolong 


the effect through increasing lhe~ a-> 
mount "of fluid that has to be taken 
up by the stomach to get the alcohol 


There is no remedy tnat can be 


taken by motith that will destroy the 
liquor habit, and there is no drug 
or serum that can be injected into 
the veins that will bring about such 
u result.
